H er 
cousins are Laura, Sarah and Mary 
Buchanan. 1/aura and Sarah attended 
tno funeral. 
Miss Buchanan was the daughter of 


jo sep h and Mary Buchanan, who live 
a short distance from the town. About 
two months ago she saw a sm all Spitz 
pct dog snapping and barking 
a t a 
small child and fearing th a t the dog 
would bite the child she picked it up 
and held it in her arm s. 
T his action 
did not prevent the dog from its et- 
torts to bite th e child as it continued 
to Jump in an effort to reach it. Miss 
Buchanan was mindful of the child’s 
danger and a t one of the leaps of the 
dog, sin1 reached out her left hand and 
caught it by the nose.

snapped a t her and a t its first effort

thumb and m ade a slight abrasion of 
the skin.

young woman’s death was the fact 
th at only four months ago, she as­ 
sisted at the funeral services over her 
brother who was killed in a C. A P. 
wreck at New Philadelphia and it was 
her devotion to her parents a t that 
time, which prevented 
them 
from 
breaking down under the trying or­ 
deal. 
W hen the symptoms of hydrophobia 
had well advanced, 
Miss 
Buchanan 
raved piteously from horrible convul­ 
sions. 
W hen able to speak she fre­ 
quently begged those who held her to 
end her life. Death, however, was m er­ 
ciful and the young woman was 
al­ 
lowed to suffer only a few days.

A conference was held last night 
between the boss barbers and a com­

of the union whose bosses had prev­ 
iously signed the scale are not pleased 
with the settlem ent, since it will set 
them hack to a point nearly as bad as 
that before the strike. 
In all shops where the scale had 
been signed, the w orking conditions 
demanded by the union at the start 
were being observed, and the journey­ 
men employed there had ju st begun to 
enjoy the new surroundings when the 
word was given out th at a compromise 
would be subm itted to by the men who 
still remained out. 
The original dem ands made were 
$12 per week and th a t 
the 
hours 
should be from 8 In the m orning until 
7 p. rn. with half the income over $18. 
This scale was signed by about one- 
half of the shop ow ners in the city. 
The basis of the compromise was $12 
per week, hours from 8 to 8, ll on S at­ 
urday and one-half over $19. 
Tile impression has been allowed to 
get out even beyond (he limits of this 
city th at there were people in E ast 
Liverpool who w ere unable to have 
barbering done on account 
of 
the 
strike, 
iii other words, th at all the 
shops in town w ere affected by the 
strike, and patrons m ust 
let 
their 
w hiskers grow or remove them them ­ 
selves. As a m atter of fact, there was 
no tie-up whatever, as a m ajority of 
the limps were union almost from the 
start, and manned 
with 
increased 
forces of workmen. 
It Is alated by Journeymen who were 
fortunate enough to Im* employed in 
shops where the scale was signed that 
the strike movem ent was ill advised to 
begin with. 
The men were not pre­ 
pared for trouble, and when it did 
come a number of the journeym en re 
fused to conduct an aggressive fight 
for fear of offending their form er em 
I lovers. N aturally the strike was con­ 
ducted in a half-hearted manner, and 
it was not strange th at concessions 
w ire readily agreer! to when It was 
found the bosses m eant to fight.

business of the municipality that would 
work to the advantage of the taxpay­ 
er. Principal among tbese is a reform 
tor the police and treasury depart­ 
ments. 
Mayor Mercer proposes that a 
sc rgcant be appointee! to look after 
the* tax collections and nothing else. 
His argument iii favor of the plan lies 
in the fart that this official, under the 
present arrangement, might have work 
to do in the line* of collections that 
would, and undoubtedly does conflict 
w'fh his duties as chief of police. 
With a man taken from the ranks of 
the clerical fraternity of the town the 
outlay for the performance of the du­ 
ties of city treasurer would be reduced 
to a minimum. 
With what could lie 
saved in this wise added to a small 
additional sum a regular patrolman or 
police officer can be hired. 
It is calcu­ 
lated that this latter officer can devote 
his entire time to the preservation of 
the peace of the town, without anv­ 
illing to Interfere. 
His hours would 
be from 12 noon until 12 midnight, and 
if additona! protection w ere needed 
another man could la* added temporar­ 
ily In an emergency.

M a y o r Mercer A rgu es in Favor of R e ­ 
form s That W ill Help 
Chester. 
At the conclusion of the regular ses­ 
sion of the Chester town council last 
night, those of the city dads who were 
present together with Recorder Huff 
and Mayor Mercer held an informal 
meeting, and th** general welfare of 
the town for the coining year was dis­ 
cussed. 
Mayor Mercer s experience 
during 
his firs! term has been valuable. 
He 
his noted where changes could be 
in*;de in the manner of conducting the 
business of the municipality that would 
work to the advantage of the taxpay­ 
er. 
Principal among these is a reform 
tor the police and treasury depart­ 
ments. 
Mayor Mercer proposes that a 
• rgeant be appointed to look after 
the lax collections and nothing cise. 
His argument In favor of the plan lies 
in the fact that this official, under the 
present arrangement, might have work 
to do in the 
l i n e of collections that 
would, and undoubtedly does conflict 
with his duties as chief of pollee. 
With a man taken from the ranks of 
the clerical fraternity of the town the 
outlay for the performance of the du­ 
ties1 of city treasurer would be reduced 
to a minimum. 
With what could be 
saved in this wise added to a small 
additional sum a regular patrolman or 
police officer can be hired. 
It is calcu­ 
lated that this latter officer can devote 
his entire time to the preservation of 
the peace of the town, without anv­ 
illing to interfere. 
His hours would 
be from 12 noon until 12 midnight, and 
if additonal protection were needed 
another man could be added temporar­ 
ily in an emergency. 
When the plan was outlined in de­ 
tail, the members of the new council 
at •nice manifested unusual interest, 
and it is likely it will go through whim 
the J,roper time comes. Everyone con­ 
nected with the new administration 
has taken kindly to the new idea, and 
though opposition of a formidable char- 
aster has developed, the majority of 
the citzens realize that the council 
has tim power to regulate things to 
suit itself.

Mayor Mercer said I he idea had oc­ 
curred to Him as being a good one. and 
lie would like to see it tried.
